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WHAT IS ON 


OMETIME AGO the Chief of Chaplains, Wash- 

S ington, D. C., urged the members of the Na- 

tional Association of Evangelicals to help keep 

our armed services supplied with spiritually adequate 

chaplains. He pointed out that more young men are 

now under arms than are in all American colleges 

and universities, and that there are too few chaplains 
to solve their spiritual needs. 


Depressing as the news was, we were more concerned 
about the statement that despite the regretful short- 
age of chaplains, there are still too many chaplains 
of the wrong type who serve the needs of our young 
men. 

The Chief of Chaplains then urged the churches 


of America to provide and guard spiritual soundness 
and integrity among their ministry. He pointed out

that a physician is able to determine whether or not 
a man is physically fit to be a chaplain. A clerk at a 
desk in a corner can determine whether or not he 
meets the educational requirements to be a chaplain. 
However only the church and the individual can de- 
termine what is on the inside of the man. 

No instrument yet made can conceive and judge 
what is in the heart of man. 

Not only our armed forces but also the world to- 
day is in need of ministers whose hearts are sincere 
and aglow with the love of Jesus Christ. Only you 
can know what is on the inside. Those who meet 
you can determine some things about you, but only 
you can know whether or not on the inside you meet 
the requirements of a man of God. Remember, how- 
ever, that God also knows what is on the inside— 
so it is not so great a secret after all. 


FIRST-PERSON HOLINESS 


are always much more in evidence than our 

own. It is much easier for us to see what others 
need to do than for us to see what we need to do. In 
short, third-person and second-person holiness are 
much easier to live than first-person holiness. How 
often we hear statements like this: “The church is 
not as spiritual as it used to be”; “The pastor does 
not preach as he used to”; “People in the church 
don’t love one another as they once did.” It is easy to 
see what is wrong with the church, with the pastor, 
with our brethren in the Lord—but what we need 
today is the ability to see our own shortcomings before 
the Lord. No one has a right to point out the de- 
ficiencies of another person’s holiness until he is per- 
sonally measuring up to the scriptural standard of 
holiness, Even God Himself did not demand that His 
people be holy, but that they be holy as He is holy 
(1 Peter 1:16). You should never criticize anyone 
for what he is or what he is not until by your own 
life you can show harmony between the Scriptures 
and personal holiness. 

How can you admonish others to do that which you 
are not doing—whether it be fasting, giving, working 
for the church, praying, visiting, or showing a spirit 
of forgiveness, patience, love, concern, or exercising 
faith and confidence in God? God condemns in the 
sternest of languages those who criticize or attempt 
to help others when they themselves are culpable and

inferior. “Thou hypocrite, first cast out the beam out 
of thine own eye; and then shalt thou see clearly to 
cast out the mote out of thy brother’s eye” (Mat- 
thew 7:5). He sternly warns that we judge not that we 
be not judged, and asks why we behold the mote 
that is in our brother’s eye and consider not the beam 
that is in our own eye. 

Before we urge holiness upon other men, we must 
first live holy ourselves. How can we recommend to 
others that which we have not tried ourselves; and if 
we have tried it, was it worth the having if we have 
not kept it? You cannot stand on the sidelines and 
urge men to go this way or that; you can only lead 
them in the way that they should go. Christ Himself 
did not stand aside and tell us which way to go, but 
He left us an example “that ye should follow his 
steps” (1 Peter 2:21). We are told to “Follow peace 
with all men, and holiness, without which no man 
shall see the Lord” (Hebrews 12:14). Notice, how- 
ever, that we are not simply to tell them the way to 
go, but we are to be with them. Before you notice all 
the things that are wrong with the holiness of others, 
be sure your personal holiness is without spot and

the message for His disciples to 
love one another as He has loved 
them. If God so loved us, ought 
not we also to love one another? 
Greater love hath no man than to 
lay down his life for his friends. 
Our Master knew we would not be 
able to go to the length for each 
other as He did. James has en- 
larged on this thought by saying 
“Pray one for another.” 

One man has indicted the church 
as being “pleased but not sancti- 
fied. Life is suppressed; a chiil is 
on the summer air; the soil is 
baked. A city of God becomes the 
city of the dead; the church a 
graveyard, not an embattled army. 
Praise and prayer are stifled; wor- 
ship is dead.” Prayerless church 
members have helped sin, not holi- 
ness. They have peopled hell and 
robbed heaven. Unless the church is 
willing to travail in prayer, she 


will not have sons and daughters 
born. Only when Zion travailed did 
it bring forth children. 

There is absolutely no way what- 
ever to have a revival without 
intercessory praying on the part 
of the Christian. Revivals are not 
accidental; neither is it accidental 
that souls are saved. Intercessory 
prayer is perhaps the most neglect- 
ed praying. 

It takes intercessory praying to 
believe God for the outstanding! 
“Tf thou canst believe, all things are 
possible.” If we have no faith in 
our own prayers, how must we get 
the attention of God? God listens 
to the intercession of the saints. 

The kneeling Christian can do 
more for a revival than all the 
“stem-winding” preaching you can 
do. Praying is more than theory. 
Theorized praying is so powerless 
it would be difficult for it to lift 
a spider’s web from your face. The 
effectual prayer is what means 
much to the righteous man. Effect- 
ual praying is not theory. Theory 
admits intercessory praying is fine 
for someone else, but not me. In- 
tercessory praying can be effectual. 
Intercessory praying brought Peter 
from jail; gave life to Eutychus, 
brought Lazarus from the dead, 
and gave strength to the world 
(John 17). Ezra’s intercessory pray- 
er brought a “little reviving in their 
bondage.” By reading Ezra 9 and 
10, it seems the reviving was more 
than a “little.” 

Abraham withheld God’s wrath 
on a wicked city by his intercessory 
praying. By it He spared the life 
of Lot. Jeremiah through interces- 
sion shouldered the weight of the 
people of Israel. Ezekiel also 
through intercession for Israel 
gained a prominent place in the 
book of God and received a vision 
of a pattern for revival to the 
nation of Israel. 


JESUS stabbed Peter’s 
heart with the words, “I have 
prayed for thee, that thy faith 
fail not.” It was intercession that 
made Peter know his Lord loved 
him. 

Even Solomon’s prayer of dedi- 
cation hinted strongly of Interces- 
sion. Perhaps it was this prayer 
that gave the young man Daniel 
the impetus to pray with raised 
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window toward the temple of Jeru- 
salem. 


“Making mention of you always 
in my prayer,” are words that Paul 
used to let us know intercessory 
prayer was beneficial to him and 
to those for whom Paul prayed. 
The reason soul-winning courses 
are often so ineffective is that so 
little prayer has seasoned that 
work. Speaking to men about God 
is honorable, but talking to God 
about men is much better and 
more effective. I would not for 
any reason attempt to say that 
personal work can be replaced; 
neither can you say prayer can be 
replaced. They must go together, 
but prayer comes first! Interces- 
sory praying gives one confidence 
that God is going with him to the 
task before him. He will be better 
equipped to do the job. One of the 
greatest joys that can come to the 
human heart is when he sees one 
for whom he has been praying 
really pray through to a real ex- 
perience in the Lord. 

The greatest instances of mir- 
acles in the Bible are the direct 
results of prayer. There is no record 
of accidental miracles. There is no 
such thing as incidental miracles 
independent of fervent prayer. In 
the life of the Lod, we have found 
His admitted secret is praying in 
‘ intercession for the world. 

In one night session of prayer, 
the Lord wept over Jerusalem. It 
was his intercession constantly be- 
fore the Lord which made His min- 
istry the outstanding ministry it 
was. Every loaf of bread multitudes 
ate, every fevered brow cooled, every 
lame person who walked, every 
blind eye that saw, and every 
wave that was calmed spoke of the 
intercession the Master had had 
with God. 


I would like to point out the 
marked move against emotional 
praying. This is an index of sa- 
tanic opposition to the Christian 
Church. When the church Trays 
unemotionally, it has lost its ef- 
fectiveness. How else can you in- 
terpret fervent prayer than emo- 
tional praying. One man said he 
had much rather have quiet sedate 
church members than emotional 
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ones, for they made better mem- 
bers. If this is coming to be the 
concensus of opinion of all Pente- 
costal churches, we are headed 
for a disastrous end. Our altars 
will collect dust rather than tears. 
The pews will be frozen in huge 
blocks of spiritual ice. 


I shirk from any boisterous 
show of wild fire, but I do like 
the real fiery emotional manifes- 
tations that have so long been 
identified with the Pentecostals. 
With very few exceptions, we were 
brought under the spell of the 
Pentecostal blessing by the intense 
emotion attached to it. If that 
emotion won us, it will win others. 
Without it, we will have no more 
than the most formal church in 
town. 

It will take intercessory praying 
to bring the fruits of holiness to 
pass. What we need more than all 
else is a real consciousness of our 





need imbedded so deeply in our 
spiritual system that we will react 
accordingly. I have little, if any, 
use for people who make a testi- 
mony and never follow through 
with what they say they want. 
If we say more than we do, we 
become hypocritical. 


All we need to do is to put into 
practice what we presently know. 
God is mindful of His people, and 
is always ready to listen to an 
intercessory pray. When He hears 
that prayer, there is a real chance 
for God to move into action and 
bring salvation to the lost. May 
God help us to use our gift of 
praying for the lost. Your children 
and mine will be saved when that 
happens. 

Come with me apart from this 
busy world and let us spend some 
time with God for intercessory 
praying for the lost. God grant it 
in Jesus’ name!

O BEGIN MY story let us 

go back eleven years to 

Santa Ana, California. At 
that time I had just been con- 
verted to Christ. 

I had already had my share of 
sorrow and sin and hoped to have 
no more. However, since the street 
corner was my home and the flesh 
is weak, my Christian life was 
short-lived. I, like so many in the 
world today, yielded to temptation. 
I lost my call to be a missionary 
and I lost the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. 

Satan had me in his grip and I 
began to wander down the road 
to sin, sadness, sorrow and im- 
prisonment. I turned with Satan 
to liquor, many vices and crime: 
robbery, burglary, dope, immorality 
and jail. In only three months I 
had been in jail, in juvenile school 
and on probation (which I broke 
in two days). 

Then with help I was able to 
get into the Army when I turned 
seventeen. I really took off with 
Satan then. I committed every kind 
of sin of which you can think, short 
of murder. I robbed, lied, cheated 
and ran. Ran? Yes, I ran—ran, from 
God every step of the way. I ran 
for eleven | years which were 
mostly spent behind the bars of 
some prison or jail house. 

I was in the Army all right, but 
even the _ soldiers and officers 
couldn’t stand me. They finally 
kicked me out with a year of im- 
prisonment. Then it was one jail 
after another. All the time I was 
running, not only from God, but 
also from myself. I ran and ran 
until I felt I could run no more. 
I started trying churches to get 
straightened out. Because I tried 
only halfheartedly and only for 
myself, not for Christ, it led to no 
avail. I finally became baptized as 
a Catholic and for a while I 
thought I had found rest. But as 
the time went by I got more rest- 
less and finally realized I had 
made the wrong choice. 

I started drinking more and more 
and more; since I stayed drunk 
most of the time, I couldn’t keep

a job. So it was back to crime 
and back to jail. I was to go to 
prison then, but my grandfather 
got me off on the condition that 
I would join Alcoholics Anonymous. 
But I was too far gone for even 
them to help. So it was back to 
crime again. This time, I went to 
prison—five years to life for armed 
robbery. When the judge sentenced 
me, I started thinking halfway 
right again for the first time in 
five years. Yes, in only five years 
all this had happened. Out of the 
five years I was locked up almost 
fcur. Now I was_ sentenced to 
another five years to life. Luckily, 
though, I wasn’t going up for mur- 
der, so it could have been worse. 
I didn’t know which way to turn, 
so I ran. Yes, I escaped from the 
county jail and ran. It only made 
matters worse, though, because 
they finally caught me and sen- 
tenced me to another six months 
to fourteen years for escape. 

Finally, after having been in 
prison for almost a year and a 
half, I found God once more. I 
found Him in my prison cell one 
night when I finally got nerve 
enough to ask for forgiveness. At 
that time I turned my life over to 
God to do with me what He would. 
A few weeks later I was told I 
could go home in another year. 
Finally, I was set free through God 
after having served only two and 
a half years. That was the least 
time anyone had ever served for 
my crime with my record. Oh, how 
I faithfully promised God I would 
be a Christian and follow Him to 
show my thanks. But that lasted 
one Sunday only. Then it was back 
on the road of sin and crime, walk- 
ing arm and arm with Satan. Al- 
most every day I was sent back to 
prison. I tried several times to com- 
mit suicide. I stayed drunk. Be- 
cause of my wonderful parole of- 
ficer. however I was spared re- 
turning to prison life. 

Finally, I married a very won- 
derful woman who helped me a 
great deal. I was still all mixed 
up, though, with Satan tugging on 
one arm and Jesus on the other. 


I was still seeking, but didn’t know 
which way to go. 

I started studying Mormonism 
and was to have been baptized 
October 15, 1960, into the Mormon 
church. Still, I wasn’t satisfied. 
Four days before I was to be bap- 
tized the Lord put in my path a 
very wonderful Pentecostal pastor, 
Reverend G. G. Hillegrass of the 
Calvary Chapel in Salem, Oregon. 
We had a long discussion about 
churches and religion and he ad- 
vised me to go back to the Pente- 
costal faith from which I had wan- 
dered to find what I had been 
seeking these past eleven years. 

I spent seven days in deep prayer 
and meditation with the Bible as 
my constant companion. Finally, 
my years of sin and seeking were 
ended. On October 18, 1960, my 
wife and I drove by the Church 
of God in Independence, Oregon. 
I didn’t think too much of it at 
the time. However, I did notice that 
it had the same name as the 
church I had attended in Santa 
Ana, California, when I was six- 
teen. When we got home, I opened 
up my Bible; it opened to Mat- 
threw 7:7. “Ask, and it shall be 
tiven you; seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened unto 
you.” I told my wife, “I’m goin 
oack to that church we passed, 
and I’m really going to knock this 
time to find God.” Praise God, 
about fifteen minutes later I was 
saved. The following afternoon I 
was baptized by the pastor, Rev- 
erend J. H. Arnett. At last, I am 
home. At last, I know the true 
oo of mind and happiness and 

need not run again.

HE REVELATION of the 
} antichrist is a foremost 
thought in the minds of 
most Biblical scholars. His coming 
will be somewhat in the manner 
of Christ’s coming; we know not 
the time of either appearance. We 
do know, however, that the season 
of his revelation is at hand. The 
message of the strong delusion 
spoken of by the Apostle Paul came 
from the Lord and those that re- 
ject His truth will accept the anti- 
christ.

Where are we? We are within 
a very few years of the climax, 
the close of the twentieth century. 
Thirty-nine short years separate 
us from Christ’s return. For the 
elect, the Jews, those days will be 
shortened. Israel is back home, it 
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took more than 2,500 years to re- 
settle her in Palestine. 

We are in the “time of the end.” 
The day of the Lord and the re- 
velation of the antichrist confronts 
this generation. The man of sin 
is either already born or his birth 
is imminent. It is strongly em- 
phasized in Scripture that the anti- 
christ stooge could now be on 
earth. As Judas was on earth when 
Christ was born and unconsciously 
adapted himself for the role “Son 
of Perdition,” so also could the 
antichrist stooge now be preparing 
himself.

be drastically alarmed over the 
world situation; but as we see the 
day approaching, we should be on 
the lookout for the tracks of the 
man of sin.

May we 
consider it in this light: If the 
question had been put to the apos- 
tles relative to the existence of the 
Son of Perdition, would you think 
for a moment that they would 
have realized he was in their own 
rank and file? Judas existed ap- 
proximately forty years before his 
call to the ministry, and he walked 
with Christ nearly three and one- 
half years as one of His apostles. 
But when the time came for his 
revelation, Christ said, “The hand 
of him that betrayeth me is with 
me on the table.” None of the 
apostles knew His intention in 
speaking this unto Judas. 

The one important ‘phase of the 
subject that we must keep in mind, 
regardless of from what source he 
will be revealed, is that the man 
of sin could already be living 
among us. We understand that he 
will be a man, a man of renown, 
and that all the world will wonder 
after him, many because of the 
political pressure he will wage 
against the nations. The question 
will arise, “Who is able to make 
war with him?” A man of this 
nature must have a background of 
world affairs, training that will not 
be achieved within the hour of his 
revelation. This build-up doubtless- 
ly will be the making of many 
years before the return of Christ. 


We must not overlook the fact 
that the Catholic Church, by the 
means of the papacy, would not 
hesitate for a moment in exercis- 
ing. her influence to bind all na- 














tions with the ties of Church and 
State. Bear in mind that America 
is at the crossroads of all times. 
The powerful influence of the 
President will sway the Catholic- 
controlled nations into better re- 
lations with the United States of 
America. During the same decisive 
years ahead America will blend 
more readily with Catholicism. 
There is one strong argument that 
out of the 39,509,508 Roman Cath- 
olics in the U.S.A., the small mar- 
gin in the recent election is clear 
from the Catholic viewpoint—they 
swung the lead. 

In face of all the prospects com- 
munist Russia stands in the spot- 
light. Russia has the initiative, the 
evil influence, the know-how in the 
Atomic-Space fields, and the athe- 
istic background to accomplish the 
task that could spirit the anti- 
christ into power. 

Premier Khrushchev of Russia, 
the ruthless leader of the Com- 
munist party, could certainly be in 
the category of the man of sin. 
However, I do not name him to be 
the antichrist. Neither do I name 
any other man. But it is true that 
he does have the evil spirit to 
undertake such a venture. He is 
an avowed atheist, an unbeliever 
in the existence of a supreme God. 


Khrushchev has proved himself 
to be a leader among anti-God 
nations. He has maneuvered the 
Communist party over two thirds 
of the globe, and he holds the 
sickle and hammer over the heads 
of 900 million people. He claims to 
have established the sickle and 
hammer on the surface of the 
moon. 

The world has never faced such 
an evil party of avowed atheistic 
character as the Communist party. 
Rome in all her cruel, unmerciful, 
unethical treatment of the Chris- 
tians never reached the zenith of 
atheism as has Russia. Belief in 
the existence of a supreme God 
can be traced throughout the Holy 
Empire and the papacy. Yet how 
much belief in a supreme God do 
we find in communistic Russia? 
The communist leaders are defi- 
nitely the foes of Christianity. 

The Vatican has expressed high 
sentiment over the election of Ken- 
nedy. That is no more than the 


Church of God would have done if 
he had been a member of our 
church. There remains a principle 
involved, however. Catholicism 
leads with a direction of union 
between Church and State. An of- 
ficial of the Vatican released this 
statement: “This is a motive of 
great satisfaction as it shows a 
great amount of comprehension 
and religious tolerance among all 
confessions.” It was expressed that 
the greatest satisfaction was not 
that Kennedy was a Catholic, but 
that a Catholic could become the 
President of the United States. 

Is it not a Biblical fact that the 
great tribulation must run its 
course, seven years? That Christ 
will return in times like these and 
that the man of sin will be re- 
vealed after His coming? We must 
take into consideration that only 
thirty-nine short years separate us 
from the climax of the 2,000 years. 
It is apparent to me that the man 
of sin could have his hands on the 


prophetical table. What he does to 
prepare himself for the high, evil! 
office of the antichrist, he must 
do quickly. 

There was a feeling in the midst 
of our General Assembly, especially 
among the ministers, that we need 
a greater spiritual awakening. 
Why? Could the spirit of that 
gathering have been the Holy 
Ghost moving us into a closer fel- 
lowship for the soon coming of 
Christ? Whether it be communism, 
Catholicism or any other anti- 
Christ doctrine that will fill the 
office of the antichrist, we are in 
the time of the end. Our Lord will 
soon appear and the antichrist 
will be revealed. 

In our expectation the best thing 
for us to do is to be ready for the 
inevitable events so that we may 
escape the great tribulation. It is 
high time that we watch and pray 
lest we enter into great temptation. 
The hour is later than we think. 
Are we prepared?

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I come, a canvas bedroll— 

with light mattress and wide, 
opening pockets at either end in 
which to keep the pillow, sheet and 
light covering, even a blanket if 
needed—is hardly known. 

Prior to my coming to India on 
itinerant evangelism in 1955, I had 
no bedroll and did not think I 
needed one. However, a returned 
missionary lady who saw me just 
before I sailed asked me if I had 
one. When I answered in the neg- 
ative, she replied, “Well, you will 
need one in travelling, for even 
Christian homes in India do not 
provide one always with a bed, and 
certainly no mattress or sheets, so 
I will give you mine.” 


The Lord bless her for this gift, 
for this dear sister had spent forty 
years in India and knew her 
adopted country. Thus, I came pre- 
pared, and for two years this bed- 
roll met my need. Praise the Lord! 
Many long journeys were taken in 
India and there came the time 
when I considered buying a new 
one for the gift one was showing 
signs of wear. However, money 
usually goes first for other things 
and even though it had been in 
India for many years before, I 
would somehow make out with it 
as it was. I have not bought one 
yet, but I do have a new one; here 
is the story. 


I had returned to New Delhi 
where I was guest of the Bible 
Society. Immediately behind the 
Bible House is a Christian home 
where I was given meals. At break- 
fast I was introduced to a young 
man from England. Very soon 
Gordon was telling me of British 


gi AUSTRALIA, from whence 
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football, his great interest. Then 
he came to the real purpose of his 
Indian visit. 

Gordon was a young business- 
man who had prospered. He at- 
tended an English church occasion- 
ally. Also, he had been reading oc- 
cult books on India and Hindu 
philosophy. His business partner 
suggested that he take an extended 
holiday and visit India where he 
would be able to visit some of the 
Ashrams and learn yoga (the Hin- 
du system of philosophic medita- 
tion with breathing exercises). He 
had arrived in Delhi some six weeks 
previously. An English relative 
knew of this Christian couple on 
missionary service and had given 
him their address. To his host and 
hostess he had betrayed his com- 
plete ignorance of the saving power 
of Jesus Christ. They pointed out 
the way of salvation to him. In 
fact, several Christians spoke to 
him in that home during his first 
days in India. He had been im- 
pressed with the morning family 
prayers, also. One lady gave him 
an address in North India to which 
he could go and another elderly 
Christian lady, who had given for- 
ty years service to the cause of 
Christ in Kashmir, presented him 
with a copy of Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s 
Progress to read on his train jour- 
neys. He told me this book had 
impressed him for he was also a 
pilgrim. 

During the weeks that followed 
Gordon visited the holy places of 
North India, the temples and some 
Ashrams, but he was disillusioned. 
Eventually, he found his way to 
the Christian home to which he 
had been given the address. In the 
interim much prayer was being

made for his spiritual welfare. 

The young man would soon be 
ready to return to England and he 
found himself back in the home 
where I had met him. Gordon was 
intelligent and he had many ques- 
tions for our talk lasted three 
hours. Eventually, he was reading 
St. John’s Gospel, chapter three, 
as if for the first time. Then I 
took him over to the guest room 
where I had some painted gospel 
teaching charts. Many times I have 
found that the eyegate is more 
important than the eargate. I 
opened on my bed the chart ex- 
plaining “The Way of Salvation” 
and for the first time he realized 
his sinful state and his need of 
a Saviour. He saw the two ways 
of life and in my presence he re- 
peated the sinner’s prayer and took 
the Lord Jesus into his heart as 
his personal Saviour. Praise the 
Lord! He shook my hand, and the 
first thing he did when he arrived 
at the Christian home was to tell 
the ladies, “I am born again!” 

Early that afternoon he offered 
me as a gift the beautiful bedroll 
he had bought only six weeks be- 
fore. On his last day in India, 
while walking along a New Delhi 
street, he said to me, “Brother 
John, do you see that new motor 
car? I could have had that with 
the money I have spent coming 
to India, but I would still be a 
sinner. I would rather have peace 
in my heart.” 

His conversion is the result of 
much prayer and the sowing of the 
seed in his heart by others, but 
it was my great joy just to lead 
him to the feet of Jesus. I look 
upon the bedroll as I write this 
story and pray again for the giver.

His father, who 
served in the same position until 
his death, assisted greatly in chang- 
ing these undeveloped, rolling hills 
into the lovely campground site we 
now have.

No Threat to NAE Tax 
Exemption 


WHEATON, Ill—Dr. George L. 
Ford, Executive Director of the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals, 
and Dr. Clyde W. Taylor, NAE Sec- 
retary of Public Affairs, have 
joined here in a statement to the 
NAE constituency that the organi- 
zation’s tax exempt status is not 
in jeopardy. Reference was made 
to recent news stories which in- 
dicated that the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals was under in- 
vestigation by the Internal Revenue 
Service because of the NAE’s con- 
cern with the church-state issue 
in the recent political campaign. 
The inference was that the loss of 
tax exempt status was involved, 
which would tend to discourage 
gifts to the organization. 

Text of the statement is as fol- 
lows: “The NAE has never been 
contacted by any investigators of 
the Internal Revenue Service re- 
lative to this. Furthermore, we have 
just been advised on good authority 
that the Internal Revenue Service 
will not revoke the tax exempt 
status of any of the many legiti- 
mate religious and other non-pro- 
fit organizations for statements on 
‘the religious issue.’ 

“The wording of the Internal 
Revenue Code, Section 501 (C) (3), 


is so unclear that the widest pos- 
sible interpretation of it would af-

fect an incredibly large number of 
the religious bodies of America. Al- 
so affected would be such organi- 
zations as the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People, many educational organi- 
zations, and undoubtedly certain 
Roman Catholic, Protestant and 
Jewish publications. According to 
authoritative sources, Congress will 
be asked to reconsider this law so 
that tax exempt organizations will 
understand the limitations placed 
upon them. Fair-minded Ameri- 
cans will rejoice in this victory for 
the freedom of speech and the 
freedom of religion.” (NAE) 


Nazi Murderer Has No 
Regrets 

NEW YORK (EP)—Lt. Col. Adolf 
Eichmann, Nazi Gestapo officer 
who rounded up millions of Jews 
for execution during World War 
II, says, “I regret nothing.” 

“I will not humble myself or re- 
pent in any way,” he is quoted as 
saying in the second installment 
of his memoirs published in last 
week’s issue of Life. 

“I could do it too cheaply in 
today’s climate of opinion. It would 
be too easy to pretend that I had 
turned suddenly from a Saul to 
a Paul. No, I must say truthfully 
that if we had killed all the 10 
million Jews that (Gestapo boss 
Henrich) Himmler’s statisticians 
originally listed in 1933, I would 
say, ‘Good, we have destroyed an

Eichmann gave his story to a 
German journalist in Argentina be- 
fore the ex-officer was abducted 
last spring by Israeli agents.

Canterbury in Audience 
With Pope 

ROME (EP)—For the first time 
in four centuries the primate of 
the Church of England had audi- 
ence with a Roman Catholic Pope 
when Dr. Geoffrey Fisher met with 
Pope John XXIII on December 2, 





1960. He said he would appeal for 
“unity, not union” for all Chris- 
tians. 

On his arrivai in Rome the day 
before, Dr. Fisher said: “This is 
part of a threefold visit. Last week 
I went to Jerusalem, the Holy City, 
as a pilgrim. There I was received 
by fellow Christians of every de- 
nomination—as a fellow disciple of 
Christ. I found there a great sense 
ro Christian unity in all communi- 
ies. 

“Therefore, from the East, the 
cradle of Christian faith (I have 
come) to the West to Rome to visit 
the head of the whole Christian 
community. I look forward with 
great interest and delight to con- 
versations with His Holiness the 
Pope.” 

Dr. Fisher, 73, pleaded for all 
Christians to lay aside their doc- 
trinaire rivalries and join spirit- 
ually “in the love and humility of 
God.” He acknowledged that strong 
differences exist between the 
Church of England and the Church 
of Rome, and he spoke of them 
candidly, but added that “we are 
re-discovering the vast heritage of 
the riches of Christ and of the 
gifts of the Holy Spirit which we 
have in common.” 

Pope John and Dr. Fisher con- 
ferred for more than an hour in 
the pontiff’s private study. The 
Anglican leader left the Vatican 
one hour and nine minutes after 
entering the study. 


Main Church Problem in 
Brazil: Spiritualism 

What is the main church prob- 
lem in Brazil? 

Dr. John F. Soren of Rio de 
Janeiro, President of the Baptist 
World Alliance, has what might be 
a surprising answer. 

The major problem confronting 
churches of Brazil is not Castro 
outreach or Marxist atheism, but 
a revival of spiritualism, Dr. Soren 
said. 

The cult, known as “macumba,” 
derives its roots from primitive 
animism as well as pseudo-scienti- 
fic communication with an alleged 
“spirit world,” and is enjoying a 
growth in Brazil that has deeply 
concerned both Roman Catholic 
and Protestant leaders, he ex- 
plained.
